Thirdly , by Chrift, the Son , his inſpiring his holy Servants, his A» 
poſtles, ro write his minde to men ; during which time alſo, eyea unto the 
worlds end , thoſe his holy Servants, his Apoſtles, declariog in writings 
what Chriſt (pake immediately ro chem concerning men , is the mediate 
Word of Chrift,the Son of God,and God;and fo in truth are the Words 
or Word of God. 

And fourthly, God's book of his glorious creatares, continuing eyen

being , or beforeman was ; and tHerefore could not poffibly be taught 
to Aoſes by any man, but onely by God * reaching of him : agd 
though all this of God 's immediate teaching Afoſes , appeareth in 
his recorded wri:ten Scriptures z yergevea yer, ! ſay. notwithſtanding all 
theſe , and many more ſuch-like infallible inſpired Seripture-Teftimonies 
of God, which do firmly prove, That tie holy Scriprures are in truth the 
medizte Word of God co us yer, ſay, (by experiences which G.d hath 
formerly, for my humiliation acd inſftruftion , permitted Satan to aR in

falſe Rule? And when I cited this place of Scripture to thee , He that 
belicveth on bim that juſtifieth the ungodly , bus faith is counted for 
righteouſneſs : wha evil ſpirit proyoked thee to anſwer wrachfully, char, 
that is 4 rotten foundation ? Bur Anne, though that be not Chriſt, the 
bottom foundation , yet it is a ſtrong doQtinal foundation , that leads to 
build by faith oa Chriſt's free- Grace : Bur, are the Scriptures true ? ſzye(t 
thou ; and yet are ſome cf them falſe or rotten in thy judgement ?

George Fox, an ancient teaching quaker, I finde, that thon George, 
doſt noc onely peryert the Scripture to deſtruRtive ends , bur alſo doft 
fallifie the very letter of the holy Scripture , to ſupport thy deluding 
quakery: for I findein a quakiſh book, called, A brief Diſcovery of 
a threefold effate of Antichriſt, in pag. 14. that George Fox doth 
(agreeable to the other quakers , . luciferian-like) affirm , That be that 
ſanltifieth,and be that i ſaxi1fied, is one 7 he ſaith not, they are both 
of one ; but, is owe « but. the Scripture ſaith not ſo, but ro the contrary : 
that ſaith, For both he that ſanifieth, ang they that are (anftifitd, 
are both of one, Heb.2.11. which is, they are all of one God, or have 
their being from one God acceptably , bur are not one God , as George 
Fox falſly faith in full effet, True itis, That the Saints ſhall be one 
with God and Chriſt, in a loving acceptation on both ſides, and ever» 
laſting glorious community , which is in full effeRt affirmed 1n Joh» 17. 
21,22,23. but not one God in equality, but they ſhall bebold his g lo» 
ry, verſ. 24. and they being perfeR in the mutual conjunRion of loye 
wich him, verſ. 26. they ſhall everlaſtingly partake of his glory, which 
is the chief ſcope of that whole chapter, Fob» 17. yet not in equality 
one God ; for God faith in a ſharp reproof againſt ſuch luciferian 
aſpirers ,. as George Fox and the quakers prove themſelyes to be,”ſaying, 
1 aw the Lord, that is my Name , and my glory will I not give to 
another , Iſa. 42.3. though the Creature-Saints ſhall be made par- 
takers in the Creators glory , , in Creature-meaſure, But George Fox, 
affirmed and ayowed , he was equal with God ; as I finde recorded in 
print 2 and to back his luciferianſhip, he is charged , Thar he profeſſeth 
himſelf co be che jugde of the world ; not 4 judge, buc ehe judge.

But George , know theu , That he that ſan@ti- 
eth, and he that is ſanRified, is no orherwile one ſpirit, but in that myſteri- 
ous manner, as the man and his wiſe are one fleſh , according to Epbeſ, 
6.3143 2+ neicher are they any otherways of his fleſh, and oF his bones, 
verſ. 30, and 3 - compared 2 the man and his wife remaining two 
dittia& perfons ſtill : and the wife is commanded to be in ſubjeRion to 
her own husband , 1 Pet.3.1. but thy pretended equality , deſtroys 
thy ſubjeRion co thy SanRiier. 

But more fully to prove his luciferianſhip, George Fox in the 8 pag- 
of Saul 's Errand, affirmecth , That be that hath the ſame ſpirit that 
raiſed np Jeſms Chriſt , is equal with God ; and the Saints have the 
ſame ſpirit in meaſure ; fr Ged 's Spirit is but one : and George 
Fox faich, inthe 11 page. That he is a Saint, Thus he would again 
Prove, That he, a poor wicked Creature, is equal with God the Creator 
andifſo, then George Fox is the Creator of George Fox , and the 
whole world : and he intimately claimeth Chriſt *s equality with God, 
by his perverted citing of Phi1.2.6,7.

That he 
was Chriſt, And James Milner bath proved himſelf to be a falſe 
Chriſt, So that by theſe mad frantick paſſages , you quakers appear 
much like William Hacket , who inthe yeer, 1541+. cauſed himſelf ro 
be proclaimed in Londow-(treers , to be Jeſus Chriſt , came with his Fan 
in his hand co judg: the world : and he pretended, that no body could 
kill him g bur they hanged him to death on a Gibber in Cheap-fide : he 
uttering horrible blaſphemies againſt the Majeſty of God.

Thus George Fox , becauſe of thy perſonal facts of notorious lying,

I hall dire& my pen to ſprak with George Fox again , and Francis 
Hongill, Edward Burronghs, Alexander Parker, Thomas Aldam, 
Anthony Peirſon, Gervice Benſon, Thomas Rawlinſon, Robert Rich, 
and Robert Dring, Theſe ten principal quakers , in a book intituled, 
A Declaration againſt all Popery and Popiſh Points : they thereto 
appeal ro the preſence of the living God of Heaven and Eacth 2 and, 
in their 5 and 6 pag. they do affirm , That they, and every of-them allo, 
do believe and know, that Salyation cannot be merited by Works ; and 
all Do&rinesin affirmation of the faid Points , they, and every of them, 
we do renounce and bear witnels againſt ; and do deny all <quiyocation, 
mental reſeryation , and ſecretevafion whatſoever : ipeaking che words 
of Truth in plainneſs by the help of God. Theſe be their words. And 
now I ſhall make trial by their DoQrines , whether cheſe tea quakers 
be not ſuch difſembling Hypocrites , as Pames Najler, their brother 
quaker, hath ſhewed himſelf co be,yea or no. To which cad,we are duly 
ro obſerye , 

That George Fox (their fore-man) being asked, as appears, pag. 1 b 
0 
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of Sax! *s Errand , whether a belieyer were juſtified by Chrift's righte. 
ouſneſ5 impured z yea, or no. He anſwered, ſaying, Every beliver & 
born of God; and he that ts bery of God, ts juſtified by Chriſt alone, 
without imputation. Theſe be his words, And hereby George Fox 
their fore-man, to make ſure work in this query, againſt theinſelyes, hach 
utterly refuſed all, or any impuration of Chriſt's righteouſneſs to be ap- 
plied ro the quakers for their juſtification , eyen all Goſpel-impuration of 
Chriſt's righteouſneſs ro them z whether Chriſt 's perſon be in them, as 
they falfly ſay he is in them, God and Man ; or that Chriſt 's perſon be 
without them , as in truth it is 2 all*s one with them ia this great Point 
of mens ſal yation : for Gerge Fox their fore-man hath made no reſerve, 
but bath deſperately refuſed all or any impuration of Chriſt 's righteouſ(- 
neſs to them in general. 

And as he (in the behalf of the quakers) hath corally refuſed the help 
of God 's gracious Goſpel ; ſo he, and the other nine quakers afore- 
named , haye together totally renounced and denied all meritorious 
work for mens ſalyacion , and ſo they haye refuſed the help of the Law 
alſo, | | 
- Bur now ſee beloyed, what their own great writing, teaching-brother 
quaker (James Parnel) dothaffirm, to prove all choſe ten quakers co 
be diflembling equiyocating hypocrites 3 for he ſhrinks nor to lay forth 
the true Grounds of quakery without any equivocation , in his 2 page. 
of his book, called, A Shield of the Truth : he (in the behalf of him- 
ſelf and all quakers) there ſaying, Fe (co wit, we quakers) deſire ro be 
ſudged according to our fruits : which is no lels chen if he had faid, 
We quakers defire to be judged according to our own meritorious 
works or fruits, | 

Bur yer, whatever thus appears to be in the mental boſcmeereſerves of 
the aforeſaid ten quakers ; to which (but for brevity ſake) I could pro» 
duce the teſtimony of more quakers ; yet the aforeſaid cen quakers have 
deſparately refuſed and calt away from their uſe , not onely all Goſpel- 
impucation of Chrilt*s righteouſae(s in general, whether Chriſt perſon 
be in them or without them z bur allo all legal mericorious words , as 
being no wayes helpful ro them for their ſalyztion, And hereby they 
have Rirongly barred themſelves quite out , from injoying any benefir 
from God for their ſalyation cicher by his Law or Goſpel : for they have 
totally defied all God's revealed and eftabliſhed wayes, which hegit 
propound legally to Adam before his fall, or hath at ary time fince tris 
fall, declared by his Goſpel for the falyation of men ; and though God 


hath declared no other way , bur one of theſe two ways for mens falvz- 
E tion 
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tion, yet the quakers,have as is afore ſhewed , deſperately ſhut themſelyes 
quite, out, fram is joying any .beaefic from God by any of them both , 
p———__ the quakers dodeludedly conceic , That they (hall be

- Therefore io purſute , (for the diſcovery of the depths of Satan in the 
quz kers myſtery of iniquity ) I am now pur to ſearch out what that 
bidden ſecret way is,; 1n- which the quakers do confide for their ſalvation: 
bur | need not ſearch much, becauſe. I do ſee ir appear, that every quaker 
anult be coabled ro account and eltcem of their particular perſoo, to be 
Chrift z orcl(e. for ghe cauſes aforeſaid, they cannot enjoy the leaft right 
quakiſh.hope of Salyation : I fay -gainy and ſhall ſtand to maintain ic 
ſo long as God gives ſtrength, That if any quaker be not enzbled by 
their grancfire Demon, toeſteem and account of their own parcicular

be ſaved 4. but to obraia in chemſelyes chis quakiſh comfore, ic is evident, 
that.chey dodeclare chemlelyes co be Chriſt, totally without fla as Chriſt 
is for {o they plainly ſay, As be ts, ſo are we in thi world: (acani- 


iy paryerring chat Scripture, 1 Jobx 4.19. for that doth-nor ſays As 
Chr 


is in his glorified perſon in heayea without fa ,- fo are we in this 
world ;. but ic Ggnificth to us,, That as Chriſt is deſpiſed of many in this 
world, and his Dine refuſed, and by.many contemaed in this wo: 14, 
and eſpecially by che, quakers , that ſo his ſervancs are by many deſpiſed, 
and DoQrines contemned by many in chis world , and eſpecially by che 
quakers in this Chriſtiaa world : bur the quakers from that place of 
Scrip:ure, ſoar up with their Aacichriſtian wings, and afficm, That they 
are without fig.in them , as ſams of chem hay: ſaid of themſelyes in my 
hearing 2/,and from hence they conclude they are Chriſt , chat neederh 
neither igpuration of righteouſneſs, nar meritorious works to be added 
to them 2 and from this ground conceited , they alſo utterly refuſe both 
thoſe helps, both of Goſpel and Law alſo, which is afore firmly proved 
from theix own mouths: and to lay , as the Truth is , they ro uphold 
their ſelf-Chriſted indignity, muſt upon urgent neceffiry do ſo; for if they 
unhrace tochem, (as needfal for their ſalvation) the Goſpel-imputation 
of righteouſne(s, and meritorious works by the Law , or either of them 
both , then they do deſtroy totally their ſelf-confticured , perfeR, holy 
Chrifthood, by their thereby acknowledging, that they hay: fin in them, 
that

that do ſtand in need of thoſe LP helps for their Salvation , end 
then drops not onely their felf-adyanced Chrifthoods , | bur alſo therewith 
the devils whole kingdom of quakery , is thereby totally deſtroyed root 
and branch 2 for ſame of the quakers have ſaid ici my hearing , Thatif 
any man haye not atrained to a full perfeRion from all fic in him befere 
his death, that that man hath loft all his labour in his Rriviog againſt 
And as for your quakers ſatanical evaſion , where you affirm , That 
though ſome of the ſervants of God fell, yet by their confeſſing and 
forſaking their in, they found mercy, Theſe are your quakiſh con» 
firming words, And hereby your deceitful Tu:or hath given you the 
ſip again, and hath enforced your own tongues to betray you again, and 
to publiſh ycur own perpetual ſhame ; for by that your ſaying , you do 
acknowledge in full effe&t with James Parnel, your brother quaker a- 
foreſaid, That your own confetting and forſaking your (ins , (it you did 
ſo) are and can be no ather, but your own meritorious works or fruits, 
meriting and deſerving mercy , for you ſaid , That by their tonfeſſing 
and forſaking their fin, they found mercy, 

And thus you again render up the aforenamed ten principal quakers 
to be difſembling equiyocating bypocrits , by your affirming ( as beirg 
ing quakers) Thar (alyation cannot be mericed by works : but the devil 
leayes you not here neither ; bur by that your affirmation , he hath en- 
forced you quakers , moſt ſhamefully ro pervert that inſpired holy Scri- 
peure, Prov, 28,13, for you over-ſtate Solomon's ground firli laid ; 
for that his affirmation , . ke firſt teaching men how to honour God in a 
right manner, ſaying , ' Honour the Lord thy God with thy ſubſtance, 
and with the firſt frunts of thine encreaſe , Pcov.z,g. hereby letting 
us know, That God is not honoured , except a man do firſt wo na his 
Goſpel-duties, by God, at that time, eftabliſhed, by mers obediently of- 
fering up co him typical ſacrifices and oblations,our of mens ſubſtance and 
firlt fruits of cheir encreaie , then typifying Chuilt ro be ſacrificed and his 
blood to be ſhed. And ir appears,that it men then did nor at fi:{t,nor only 

confeſs , bur alſo forſake their ſupreme fin agaiolt the Goſpel of Grace, 
and then obediently offer up to God in the yery manner by him pre» 
ſcribed, ſacrifices, oblations, and cfferings ; thea typitying Chrilt co be 
effered up to God bis Father , andito'be facrificed for mens fins , that 
that man negleCting that Goſpel-duty,' was to be cur off from amongſt 
his people, according to Lev.17.8 9. and they were alſo to bear their 
injquity ſtill, Lev.7.18, whatſoever their confeſſing and forlaking their 
other legal fins were,

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And 'thus is proved » that you quakets by your refaling the Goſpel- 


impucarioa of the vercues of Chriſt lifzed up, and ſacrificed withour you 


for your ſins, as thoſe typical {acrifices, and Adoſes typically lifting up the 


brazen Serpent in the wilderneſs , were all performed without mea for 


mens healing. 
Aad- by your wilful perfiſtiog in the ſupreme Goſpel-fin aforeſaid, you 


quakers copfiding in your own meritorious confeffing and forſaking your 
4; if in trigh you do ſa, (as in truth you do not) yet even by that per- 


formagre, you have cur your ſelyes off from amongtt God's people, and 
whatſoeuer.you fantaſtically fancy to the contrary, you do bear your ini- 
quities Rill, even in your own ſelf- Chrifted condition ; and by Scriprure, 
all legal exQortations in Scripture, are to be ſubjeRted under the aforeſaid 
ſupreme Goſpel-ſence ; for withont mens confiding in the Goſpel-Faich 
in Chriſt's blood ſhed , all. the quakers-Chrifts and all che quakers, or 
any other man's Reformation, is in Gods fight no other bur noyſome de- 
formation z for God himſelf inſpiredly tells us plainly , That withoxr 
ſhtalding of bloed is moremiſfion, Heb.9.22. you quakers, And you 
quakers ſay, That your man Chriſt ia you is ſpiritual z and a Spirit can- 
not dies nor have his blood ſhed : as when our Saviour's perſon was ſpi- 
ricuallized io, by, and at bis ReſurreRion, it was impoſſible for him to die- 
er haye his blood to be ſhed again , fee Roms. 6.9, the vertues of which 
his blood ſhed, you having deſperately refuſed for your juſtification, you 
having made it appear , That your ſed Man Chriſt in you, cannot 
poſſibly have his blood (hed in you for your fins ated by you , both be- 
fort, and more preſumptiouſly now, in your felf Chrifted-quakery ; fo 
that you have neither the vertues of Chriſt's real bloodſhed wichour you, 
nor within you to appear for your juſtification ; 2nd therefore you cannot * 
poſſibly confide in the yertues of any blood ſhed. 

And thus you have again firmly (iaked down your luciferian Chriſts to 
be juſtified only by your own Popiſh works,in your own confeſſing your 
legal ſins , and your ſuppoſed meritorious forfaking them and thereby 
you haye rendred up again, the forenamed ren quakers to be difſembling, 
equiyocating hypocrites : for behold you quakers , if you have but one 
corner of a ſeeing eye left you to look our of your felves by , what God 
ioſpiredly faich in his Scripeures, (which you frequently acknowledpe are 
erue _) ſee, I ſay, how highly God doth by them advance Chrift's dearth 
and bloodſhed'; anddoth totally exclude works , whether wrought by 
men, or by any ſpirit - _ ment 3 = mens ——_ Row. 

Or 
thirdly, for the doRtinal foundation of mens faith : fe Ephbeſ.2.8. o

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faurthly , for meas reconciliation ro God 8 ſee Row.5.10, Col.t.ng. 
Or fifthly , for mens Redemption : ſee Epbeſcr.7, 3 Pet.1.13. Or 
Exthy,, for the onely way for mens encouragement , toentet by Faith, 
even into the holy place before God , Heb.10.19. All which places, 
and yery many more ſuch, are fal#ned to mens faith in Chriſt's death, and 
blood ſhed without men ; and they are all confirmed by that grand 
Scriptuce-principle , That withowt (hedding of blood is no remifſiong 
Heb,9.2 2. and works are orally excluded, Blood is blood, you qua= 
kers z and works are works : bur they are _ Chrift *s —_— And 
et high-flown quaking Chriſts are ſo [tifaed in impudeacy , thar 
Bs a nant eſtabliſh your Chriſted dignity by popiſh me- 
ritorious works ; and yet deſperately to face itfour, and in full effeR cal» 
ling the living God of heaven and carth toteſtifie for you, that you mean 
go ſuch matrer. 

But know, you quakers , That though ic is written , Work owt your 
own ſalvation, Phil, 2. 12. yet the Apolile in the very next Chapter 
ſheweth how they ſhould work that out ; he telling themthat ehey were 
to (work, or) ſtrive for the Faith of the Goſpel, Phil,1 ,27. through 
Faith in Chriſt 's blood , Rom. 3,25. but not of works , Ephel. 
2. 8, 

And beloved the'quakers choice principle being, That every believer is 
juſtified by Chriſt alone, without Impuration. There is in this alſo in- 
cluded , That as Chrift himſelf hath authority to execute judgement, be» 
cauſe he is the Son of man , John 5,27. and ſo bath power to forgive 
fins on earth, Macth. 9.6; chat ſo every quaker, Carilt, man, or woman, 
muſt upon necefficy conclude , that they have authority to judge and ju- 
Rifie their own particular perſons , to be as free from all fin in chem , as 
Chriſt himſelf is g and thereby they juſtifie chemſelyes ro be Chriſt x 
for they refuſe any Chriſt to be without them , to judge and jultific 
them 


And thus that dark ſpeech aforeſaid comes forth cleered,ſhewing how, 
and by what authority every believer (to wit) every believing quaker, do 
juſtifie themſelves ; and fo every ſuch believer, is juſtified by a ſelf-qua« 
ker-Chrift alone , without any imputation 4 which being done , then 
there is a quakers ſelf-confticuted Chrift, holy and pecfet in all reſpeRts, 
ighereatly , without any addicional impuration. of aay others righteouſ- 
nels, to their imagined perfect perteRion, 

And thus they make themſclves ro bs brar=new coyned , ghſtering 
Chriſts , withcut meritorious works alſo : for they now being Chrift at- 
ume to themſelyes authority to jaſtific their own Chtifthoods , without 
merit 
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meric or forgiveneſs"frem any God or Chriſt , without or beſides their 
own, now Chiifted, (elves, And further to confirm-all this, they af- 
firm; That Chriſt had no Body bur his-Church , wWhich'is ſhewediin my 
next Diſcoutſe, '/ 7-0 be 2it27 

;. And gow to ſhew that their own aQtions and words, do confirm all 
this tq be true, which'/hach been faid of them, obſerye that chey, the quz= 
kers(chough ſcme of them being not yet ripe quakers)are ſomething mealy 
mouthed: - yer that there are many bold-faced quakers that ſprak our, 
and declare openly, ſaying, 7 aw the way, the truth and the life. ! 
am the judge of the world ;, I am equal withGod , 1am God's 
fellew ; 1 am God, And as | have ſhewed , That divers quakers haye 
beea-upon evidence charged , that they haye thus ſpoken openly in full 


So, I ſhall, paſſing by James ilner.and Jobn Grlpin, while he was 
a quaker, though all their ſayings are no leſs, theo if they did ſay, Iam 
Chrift 5 yer now 1 will, for brevity ſake onely, produce one quaker from 

the reſt , thatdid very lately proclaim openly, in divers place in 
Cambridge-Markert,upon a Market-day ; which Town is about 3 miles 
from me : the quaker then and there declared publickly with a loud yoice, 
ſaying, 1 «ws Chrift;take my yoke wpon you:learn of me for { am muck 
—— of heart, The quaker taking up Chriſt's own words by him 
ſpoken, as in ſat. 11. 29. and by that quakers ſaying direAly, / am 
Chriſt, it being ſuitable to the other quakers affirmations, it appears 
there are many quaker-Chrifts z and how they come to be (o in their 
own eſtimation, is before herein laid open,cven to publick view 3 Some 
of them havirg alſo andertaken to ſaye ſouls, as Chriſt did. 

And gow it is worthy to be treaſured up in the memory of all honeſt 
hearts, how agreeable ail theſe , the quakers publick behaviours and de- 
clarations are , to our Saviour *s loving forewarging by him given, and 
left tothe world, for mea to take heed of ſuch deceivers , which he then 
faid ſhould ariſe in the world, where he faith, Let no man deceive you , 
for many ſhall come in my Name, ſaying , ( as it is proved they ſay) 1 
am Chriſt , (thoſe being the yery ſame words which theſe deceiyers ap» 
ply to themlelyes) axd ſhall deceive many, Matth. 74.425. 

And further to proye that the quakers are deceiyers , note, that they 
ſay they bave no fin in-them 3 and they ſay alſo by their tenents , That 
a man muſt be totally perfe& from all fin in him,or elſe he cannot be'faved, 
But now behold how flat contrary, and'againlt the Scriptures , theſe their 
ſayings are, where it.is ſaid, There i no man that fiuneth wot, 1 Kings 

8.46. There is no man that ſinneth zot , 2 Chron. 6.26, and oe 
there 
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there is not a juft man upon the earth, that doeth good, and ſinneth 
wot, Eccleſ, 7. 20. Icould produce many other 1cttimoaies from che 
Saints words z they frequencly confefſing they were Ginners 3 bur if we 
will believe God's own inſpired Word , before we give credence to ſuch 
luciferian, and as we have before proved , diſſembling, equivocatiog hy- 
pocrites. falfifiers of Sciipture-words, and notorious lying quakers, then 
ſhall we apparently know , That they are the very fame deceivers which 
our Saviour forewarns us to.take heed of : for he faith, chey ſhall deceive 
many '; and accordingly it is very evident , that they do deceive manys 
And our Saviour goeth on, and faith, Then if any man ſay to yony 
Lo here is Chriſt, (as they (ay,l am Chriſt) ory /o, he is there z believe 
it mot : for falſe Chrifts (hall ariſe and falſe Prophets, and ſhall (hew 
ſigns and wonders , to deceive (if it were poſn1ble) the very elit ; 
but take ye beed, behold I have ſhewed you all things before zMar. 13» 
21,22,23. 

Now the quakers many Chrifts, being proved by holy Scripture to be 
falſe Chriſts, lec us apply to that truth , the quakers proving themſelves 
to be falſe. Prophets alſo, which is proved in my third Diſcourſe ; and 
their ſtriving to be, accounted the Prophets of the Lord, which appears in 
my chirteenth Diſcourſe :.and adding rherets their Scripture-condemning ; 
figns 2nd wonders, which are ſhewed at the quakers meetings and preach=- 
ings , which i5ſhewed by complaints made againſt them, related in a l 
prigted book, called, Saul 's Errand : thole tormenting figns and won» 
ders , bcirg atcd upon the bodies not onely of elder.people , but alſo 
upan, and 1n the bodies cf liule childrea, which the quakers do not deny. 
And con(idering , their aftoniſhing (igns and, wongers- ſbewed at their 
meeting, which appears ia my fourteenth D.ſceuiſe, Theſe things beiag 
viewed together , it will appear cleerly ,, That ail thoſe three marks by 
which our Saviour diſcovers theſe deceiyers he ſpeaks of, thatis to lay, 
Falſe Chifts 2 feeondly,  falfe Prophets 2 - thirdly, -(hewing figns and 
wonders: are all firmly fixed by the;quakers bebxyicurs upon thern(elves, 
That they are falſe Chriſts , and falſe Prephe:s ,, ſb:winy decentulfigns : 
and wonders, | 

And now if we do take notice in Fob» G/pin's printed book , before 
named in my third Diſcourſe ,; That he thereia afficmerh , that the Devil 
did declare to him, John Gilpin z when he was a quaker in divers forts | 
of diſcoyeries.confirmed by a voice in him that he,the devil, was Chrift in | 
bimzand how that when the Devil did finde that Feb» Golpen did difixuR 
it was he ſpake in him and not Chrift , as that yoice in him preceaded x 
and that thereupon Zohn G#/pin declined from the Deyil and the quzkers, 
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we 

' that thek the Devil todraw Jobs Ll igto utter deſparatioh oh the 
other hand, did acknowledge plainly ; that he was the Devil that bad 
tavghr hich ; and that he had been ferving him, the Devil,and not Chriſt : 
and that the Devil did tell him in full effeR therewith , that now it was 
too late for him to repent , there was no mercy for him. But Job 
Gilpin in that book giveth God thanks for his great mercy, in delivering 
him from the Devil and quakery. 

And thus we have the Devils own teſtimony That it was he, the Devil, 
and; not Chrift that ſo powerfully aQted in Jobs Gilpin, whillt he was a 
quaker,And fo in this diſcoyery we have theDeyils own reftimony againſt 
rhe quakers, . AION mrs 

.. Again, calling to, minde that Fares Nayler , a principal teachiag 
quaker 1, - hath ſo. firmly proved by his'own behaviour. and divers other 

zudkers and thereby hath adjudged hianſelf,and them alfo,to be lyers,and 
b not abiders in the truth, and fo areof the Deyil , and nor of Chriſt 2 
—_ we haye the quakers' own confefſion , condemning themſelyes 
alſo.

\ Sotkart now we have, firft, Chriſt's own teſtimony poimed forth by 
three ſeyeral marks : ſecondly, the conſemt of the'Scriprures 2- thirdly, the 
quakers own confefſion and flf-adjudgment :' and fourthly;the teftimbny 
of the devil himſelf; enforced (as is before ſhewed): & Tpexrk the truth :

'' I fay to thee; Lroward Fell That whereas thou art charged in the 9 
p47. of Sant '; Erraxdithat thou Leonard Fell, didft ſay, That Chcitt 
had no Body but his Church ; and thou owneſt thoſe words to be thy 
words, by thy chereto ſtifly endeavouring to proye thoſe ſame words a 
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the Scripture ſaith, God was in Chriſt, reconcilong the world unto him- 
ſelf; not imputing their treſpaſſes unto them, 2 Cor. 5,19. and 
though thcu cicelt cnar place for thy proof, yet thy deluding Tutor hath 
oyercome thee to maintain his falſe quakery , te render that place to be 
rhus : Thou havirg firſt taid, Chrift came to redeem bis Church, which 
is a truth 2 and as the Deyil doth: ſometime lay the truth, the more eaſily 
thereby to deceive , even ſo thou doſt , Leonard 2 for cloſely following 
that truth, thou trailelt in thy fa)ſhood , affirming, That God was in 
Chiiſt , recorciling the world co himfelt for his body ſake , which is his 
—_ And thus, as if thy fizgers were l;me-wwigs , thou halt dragged

And now comes his fearful 
blaſphemies tumbling out of his (Thraſo-like) boaſting lying book, 
which he calls, 4 Shield of the Truth : for obſerve my Reader , and 
though ir be one or more of the (elf-Chrifted quakers, I care not for, as 
it were, paſſing by James Parynels murthering of himſelf in Colchefter- 
Goal, by his inordiaate (and by Scripture-condemned) faſting as he faid 
tuciferian-like, to ſbew himielt robe a Prophet of the Lord, for people 
to believe in him , which was nor to believe his words ; buc to believe in 
bim, to whom he promiſed the eternal joyes of heaven, as I finde record» 
ed, and ſaid cobelicenſed accordingto orders And paſſing by the nus 
merous bulk of his great quakiſh errors , his whole bock being nothing 
elle but lyes in the driit of icy I ſhall for brevity ſake, onely diicover ſome 
few of them, to give a talteroall the reft: and tothisend, I fizdere- 
corded by him in his 31 pag. he therein affirming , That Jobs, (to wit, 
the holy Apoltle Sr, Jobs) though his peramcuat height wauld not ftoop 
ſo low as tocall bin lo , but as briag tis equal , if not his ſuperiour, he 
affirmed Jobs ſaid, He that hath bope tn him, purifieth himſelf. even 
4s be is pure + but St. Fohn did not lay fo z for he faith , Every man 
that hath this hope in him, purifieth himſelf, &c, But James Par- 
wel hereby, not onely falfifiech che very words of Scripture, by his taking 
the melt fignificant word thi cut of that Text 3 but healfo therewich 
relleth a notorious lye againſt all denial , by bis affirming Zohs (aid fo ; 
and ſo he allo fatherech his !cud lye upon St. Fob, by tis affirming John 


ſaid 
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ſaid {o, He that bath hope in bim' 3 whereas St. Fob aid fot fo; but 
ſaid;Every mas that bath this bopt in him, \ © Pe EY 
Bur beloved, icis worth our ſearch to futer'out thecauſe why Fame 
Parncbwls fo frighted, a$to take out of chit Text that fignificant word 
thi; and we ſhall finde; thatif James Parnel had not taken out the 
word this, it would have led his Reader to ſearch further to know whar 
is mzant by this hope , as diſtin from all other hopes ; and his Reader 
finde our in the yery next verſe. going before chariwevſe, what Sc, 
Job meant by his ſaying Every mas that hath this boye : for St. 
Fobw' in” his very next precedent verſe , faith, Behold, now are we the 
Sons of God, and it doth not yet appear what we ſhall be ; but we 
know; that when he (hall appear, we (hall be lthe him , for we ſhall ſee 
him as be 5, 1John 3.2. but then in the next verſe St, John faith, And 
every man that bath this hope in him , pmrifiecth bimſelf, &c. verſ. 
3+ tO wit, that hope which St.Zohwdeclareth in his 3 verſe, Bur James 
Parnel was ſo amazed at thole words, ehis hope , that he craftily crook 
that word this out of that Text, before he could make any quakifh 
Doarme'of it. But: why ſo? why ſo ? fay you. Why, ic he had 
taken in thoſe, words this hope, they would have diſcovered, 

{ Pirk,Thit whereas che quakers fay, Tit Chrift's appearing the ſecofid 
time without firi unto falvarion, is manifeſted and accompliſhed in them 
both us Chriſt is God and Mar, Bur eyen the Sons of God in that 
Text do ery down, that the quakers, affirmation, as being a deluſion of 
the Devil z for they , even the Sons of GoJ , do affirm the flat contra- 
ry / and fay' in full effeft ; That Chrift bad not appeared by bis ſc.

Secondly, Thoſe words this hope doth diſcover, that whereas the qua- 
kers douffirm, That they are fo like Chriſt, even in theſe their dayes of 
mottality; that they do veature audarioufly to lay, Ms be is, ſo are we in ' 
rhis world, evth totally wichour (in in chem, as Chriſt is 2 for they af- 
firm, That if a man be not rota'ly free from (in in him he cannot be ſaved. 
But even the ſons of God , do eyen in that Text afhcm againſt the qua- 
kers, That they were nor like him in the dayes of their mortality, and ſo 
were not then free from all fin in them , as Chriſt is z nor char they, 
S__ they were even the Sons of God, yet were not then ſo like Chriſt, 

nor ſhould be untill tis ſecond perſonal appearing 2 for they there ſay, e 
know that when we ſhall appear, we ſhall be like him , and it doth not 
yer appear, what we ſhall 'be, Thus punQually, the Sons of God do by 
thoſe 
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thoſe words this hope , confound 4M quakers luciferian comparing 
themſelves in «quality co Chrift. 

' Thirdly, Thoſe words this hope do diſcover, that whereas the quakers 
tenents do maintain, that no man can be a Son of God, until Chriſt's ſc» 
cond appearing God and man, be manifeſted and accompliſhed in him. 
But St, Fob, and other Sons of God, do in that Text maintain in plain 
and full effec, that the Szinrs are the Sons of God , even before Chriſts 
ſecond perſonal appearing ro them , ouch leſs in them, And wherezs 
the-quakers in full effeR 2 ffirm , thar they have Chrift , God and Man 
in them in- poſſeſſion : the Sons of God do zffi:m by that Text, thit ir is 
their bope, that Chriſt will appear at his ſecond perſonabcoming co them, 
and not perſonally in them in poſſeſſion, 

And thus the holy Gofpel-rruths comprehended under thoſe 'words, 
this hope, in that Text mentioned, do ntterly deftroy all the threegrounds 
np6n which the whole DcAtine of quakery is founded , 'eytn root ard 
brarch, 
= "Now was it not high time, think = my beloy?d , for James Parne! 
to flie ſwittly away from thofe words rhis hope ; This hope quotha, ir 
is encugh not onely to affcight James Parnet our cf his tight quakiſh 
wits, but it doth alſo confound all the quakers, aor onely thele in all

ted ,, which do buc lay forth his own (eaſe which any man may eafily 
that reads chem. : 
And now b:loved note firſt, That Fames P arnel doth violently ſtrike 
at the yery face of che Goſpel of Grace ; for he in full effeRt faith, (tþac 
iris not onely a delufion, bur alfo) ic is a great deluſion of chedevil coteach 
men to know, that there is no man that hath nofia in him, which Goſpel- 
DoAriae is mainraiged in plain agd full effeR in 1 Fob. 1.8, and to teach 
men to know, That Chriſt died for all , which are the Goſpel-words of 
2 Cor,5.13- and cotell men, That if chey lay hold on Chriſt by Faith he

"Doubileſs , ſome men do make evil of the Goſpel. of Grace , by the 
Devils perverting of it to falſe deluding ends to them ; and ſo they ate 
{cd to take liberty therefrom to continue in fin : but ic appzars cleerly in 
that his aforeſaid ſpzecb , that this is not the mark which [ames Parnal 
ſhoots the Devils fiery darts at : for he doth not finde faulty that the De- 
viland his migiſters do alter and falfttic the words of the Scripture, and 
then uſe the Scripture ſo altered ro decieye the Nations with z bur he 

- lucifetian-like, affirmerh in full cffeR, that irisa great deluſion of the De- 
vil, to teach men by and with the plain Scriprurc*words unaltered _ a 
alfte 
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the Goſpel of Grace, appears evidently in that aforeſaid ſpeech of James 

Parvzel's ; and cthecauſe of all that their devil-like malice appears to be 
this, becauſe the infallible cruth of che holy Goſpel of Grace , doth-cry 
down their diabolically conceited-Chriflted Salvation , by holy legal 
works, wrought perfeRtly in mens bodies , which is largely and firmly 
proved by _— in this Treatiſe, Butthe great and holy Apoſtle St. 
Paul, that Goſpel-Champion meets with them, and he draws out Chriſts 
word and ſword,the Scriptures;and therewith he ſtrikes off the yery head 
of that, their imagived legal Chriſt in them, at one Goſpel-blow, where 
hetelleth both us and them alſo, That he was ſer for the defence of the 
Goſpel, Phil.

yea, wo is unto me, if preach not the Goſpel, 1 Cor.g.165, 

Yer this their ſpice agaioft che plain words of the holy Goſpel-Scri- 
ptures, is not the height of their malice again(t Goſpel-crurhs 2 for inthar 
their, ſpeech aforeſaid , they do in full effeR accule all the holy Saints, 
for their ſo freely, and fully, and truely acknowledging , that they had 
fin in them, which isto be ſeen 1 John 1.8, Eccleſ.7.20, 1 Krngs 8. 
46. 2.Chron.6.36, Pſal.143.2. James 3.2, James 5.17. Phil. 
13-12,13; 1 Cor. 4+4+ and in many other places of the Scriptures 2 
but the quakers in that their aforeſaid ſpeech ſaid in full effeRt , that all 
thoſe, and all other ſuch humble confeſſing Saints, do teach not onely a 
deluſion, bur alſoa greatdelufion of the Devil, to keep pzople in (in, and 
ro maintain chedevils kingdom by their ſo humbly and faichtally acknow- 
(edging, that they had fin in them.

Panl yer further coofirmeth his diftiaRtion aforeſaid . where ke faith ja

were, condemns his perſon,as kaving in it fin in his ourwsrd man or fleſh, 
or in this reſpec he changes his tune , and now beccmes an humble Sui- 
ror to God, to pardon and forgiye his (ins, very often in the Pſalms ; and 
he lamentably entreats : and though in the firfi reſpeR , he boldly called
